Victim of Accident Is Left on 
the Band Stand While Per-

DIES SOON IN HOSPITAL 





Several Thousand Persons in 
Crowded Tent See Lamp 
Trimmer Killed, 





At the most thrilling moment of a 
hippodrome race at Wallace's circus in 
East St. Louis Monday night, when the 
woman’s horses and the man’s were 
crossing at the turn, a man walked 
into the path of the racers and was 
trampled to death before the eyes of 
6000 persons, a 

The man was Thomas Brown, an em- 
Ploye, known in the circus as Edward 
Shaw. After being cruelly hurt, he lay 
dying on the bandstand platform while 
the remainder of the program was com- 
pleted. When the circus pulled out ot 
East St. Louis it left behind his body. 

From the standpoint of the circus his 
injury was only an incident. To the 
crowd it was an awful tragedy, all the 
more thrilling because it followed close 
on another accident in which a woman 
narrowly escaped losing her life. 

The throng in the big tent at Tenth 
street and Broadway was so great that 
the hippodrome track was filled with 
persons unable to obtain seats. The 
crowd in the arena pressed close to the 
three rings and greatly hampered the 
performers, so that before the show 
had been on half an hour eyerybody 
was nervous, including Brown, whose 
duty it was to care for the lights. 

Crowd Filled the Rings. 

At last all of the arena ngmbers on 
the program, had been given’ and the 
time came for the hippodrome races. 
It was thought at first that they would 
have to be abandoned, but the manage- 
ment decided to crowd the standing 
spectators into the three rings so as 
to clear the track. This was done. 

The starter clanged the big bell and 
the races were on. 

First came the Roman chariots, which 
made their rounds safely, though all 
the efforts of the attaches were re- 
quired to keep the crowd from surging 
onto the track. 

‘Three women clad as jockeys dashed 
around the arena on thoroughbreds. A 
boy, trying to see the finish better, 
stepped on to the track. One of the 








women pulled up her horse short to 
keep from hurting the child. The stop 
was so sudden that she went sprawl- 
ing. over the animal’s head and lay 
stunned on the ground. 

Quickly she was picked up and taken

Rubey was tem- 
porary chairman of the recent Demo- 
cratic State Convention. He was de- 
feated for lLieutenant-Governor two 
years ago. 

It is current talk in political circles 
that Senator Stone is trying to get con- 
trol of the State Committee. Stone is a 
candidate for re-election two years 
hence. Gov. Folk is picked by the pol- 
iticians to lead the fight against the 
Stone forces, If Stone can dictate the 
course of the State Committee, his 
chances of success in 1908 would be ma- 
terlally aided.

It is thought that the State Commit- 
tee will give considerable attention to 
the ®t. Louis situation. As matters now 
stand in St. Louis, Democrats admit 
they have absolutely no hope of carry- 
ing the city in November.

Louts congressional districts are apt to 
be Renublican.

AWKWARD. WRECK 
BLOCKS TUNNEL 


Derailment Makes It Necessary 
for All Trains to Use 
Merchants’ Bridge. 


The derailment of a Terminal switch- 
ing train and engine at the Cupples 
Station siding blocked the two tracks 


at the west mouth of the tunnel at 11:30 
a. m. Tuesday. Trains arriving from 
the East were compelled to use the 
Merchants bridge and its terminals to 
reach Union Station. 

__The accident happened while engine 
7 of the Terminal was pushing a train 
of li cars out onto the Cupples Station 
siding. The long trafn was well out of 
the tunnel, some of the 17 cars being 
already On the curve of the siding, but 
the engine was still in the tunnel and 
the enzineer could not see the cars at 
the farther end of the train. At one 
moment it Was necessary for him to 
move the train back eastward, in order 
to get leeway to push the cars onto the 
switch operting on the Cupples station 
siding, a switchman being ready to turn 
the switch at the nronver moment. 

The engineer reversed the direction of 
the train before the switch connection 
was made, moving the train westward, 
and one of the cars jumped the track. 
Stil!) unable to see to the farther end 
of the train, the engineer kept it mov- 
ing westward, until finally several cars 
were derailed directly across both 
tracks entering the tunnel and the en- 
gine itself at last left the track, thus 
completely blocking the western tunnel 
entrance. 

The Terminal Railway Association 
was notified of the peculiar accident and 
at once s€nt 4 wrecking crew to the 
task of clearing the blocked tunnel en- 
trance, which it was estimated would 
take several hours.

It 
must be frothing at the mouth or 
showing other evidence of madness 
before a policeman can kill or 
even touch it. If a policeman 
should shoot a licensed dog with- 
out the permission of its owner, 
the tatier could bring legal action 
againmt the. department.

If. in ‘traveling about the city you 
should happen to see a brindle pup 
wandering around the streets unmuz- 
zied, wearing a wide collar bearing li- 
cense tag 29,999, take the other side of 
the street, for that same brindle pup 
has bitten 22 men and 37 children in 
the past five days. Every time he barks 
and growls he is saying in dog lingo: 
“T’ll bite you if I want to, and you 
can’t stop me, and the policeman can't 
stop me. I’m a duly licensed pup, and 
nobody can touch me without my own- 
er’s permission.’’ 

In the meantime, while the brindle 
pup is’ running at large through the 
streets of St. Louis, biting both adults 
and children at will, the entire police 
department is searching for one Wil- 
liam Smith, whose name appears on the 
city license records as the holder of dog 
license No. 29,999.

Mrs. Ida M. Clark of 1520 Locust

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., July 3— 
That misrepresentations made _ in 
answers to interrogatories of an appli- 
eation for life insurance do not affect 
the validity of the policy unless the 
death of the insured is due to misrep- 
resentations was the decision of the 
Supreme Court in an opinion han 
down Tuesday. 

Mary M. Keeler was awarded $2475 in 
the Circuit Court of Cape Girardeau 
County on a ay held by her husband 
in the Home Life Insurance Co. of New 
York. The insurance company fought 
payment of the policy on the und 
that in applying for the policy the in- 
sured had falsely stated that he did not 
use intoxicating liquors, that he had 
never suffered from asthma and that he 
had never consulted a physician for 
treatment. The man died of quick con- 
sumption eight months after he ob- 
tained the policy. 

Ly passisng on this point, Judge Fox 
8 : 

‘No misrepreséntation made in ob- 
taining or securing a policy of insurance 
on the life of a person shall deemed 
material, or render the policy void, un- 
less the matter misrepresented shall 
have actually contributed to the con- 
tingency or event on which the policy 
is to become due and payable, and 
whether it so contributed in any ease 
shall be a question for the jury. 


Aim to Prevent Wrongs. 


“This was in no sense intended as a 
general restraint upon the power of 


courts of equity by proper proceed- 
ings to relieve against actual fraud, 
perpetrated or attempted against in- 
Surance companies doing business .in 
this State by parties seeking insur- 
ance, but its manifest aim and object 
was to check and prevent the wrongs 
and injustice that too frequently be- 
fell the relatives and friends of the 
insured after their death, resulting 
from the growing evil practiced by 
life insurance companies of calling 
for answers to all manner of imma- 
terial questions from the applicant 
for insurance bearing in the remotest 
degree, tf at all, upon the risk to be 
assumed, and thén by general provi- 
sion in the policy to be issued, de- 
claring that if anyone of the answers 
be untrue, or not aa stated, it should 
void the policy.” 

The Court held that the fact that 
the insured had been attended by 
physicians did not affect the policy, 
as, before it was issued, he was ex- 
amined by a physician in the employ 
of the insurance company and was 
declared by him to be physically

Paper Magnate Asks Divorce,

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 3.—Harry 
Thaw and his trouble have sunk into 
insignificance in Pittsburg because of 
the letters in the Hartje divorce trial, 
read in open court. They were the 
warmest missives ever laid before the 
eyes of the public here. In all, they 
make a littlé more than 20,000 words, or 
about two good pages of a newspaper. 

The letters indicate that the writer 
may not have enjoyed much of an edu- 
cation. The public refuses to accept 
these letters as proof of the guilt of 
this beautiful young woman who is 
making a battle against her husband's 
millions to save her name and chil- 
dren. 

Hartje began the divorce case last 
Octooer, first naming a negro coachman 
as co-respondent. On Oct. 26 he secured 
an order of court to take the negro’s 
testimony as an outgoing witness. The 
next day the negro’s statement was 
taken in the office of Edward Hartije, 
an attorney and brother of the libel- 
lant. It was the most hideous recital 
of alleged relations with a white woman 
that was ever breathed by any man, 
white or black, and Hartje listened to 
it and prepared to use it in his sult. 
The negro disappeared that night and 
some months later was arrested by de- 
tectives in the employ of Mrs. Hartje’s 
father. He confessed that he had per- 
jured himself in making that statement 
and that Hartje had hired him to do so. 
He was brought back to this city and 
lodged in Jail. He is still tnere await- 
inz trial. 

Hartje then named Thomas Madine, 
his white coachman and successor to 
Hooe, the colored man, as co-respon- 
dent, and it is to Madine the letters read 
tn court are alleged to have been writ- 
ten. Madine denies he ever received a

This is the great hot weather charity 
of St. Louis. It is the great work in 
which the Pure Milk Commission and 
the King’s Daughters are enlisted and 
the Post-Dispatch Fund enables them 
to prosecute it. 

Do you think the money you might 


give would not save a little child from 
a terrible death? Read this story: 

Heroism usually consists of saving a 
life. When a crowd sees a spectacular 
life-saving deed, the hero is applauded, 
given a medal. There is a chance in 
St. Louis today for every man and 
woman to be a hero, to save a life. 

Sterilized and modified milk and the 
ice to keep it cool are saving, daily. the 
lives of the babes of the tenements, 
the children of the poor. Somebody's 
half dollar or dollar contributed, bought 
the milk that saved the life. 

Is there any reason why even one life 
sheuid be spared, when the saving of it 
is so easy? 

The cases where babies haye been 
saved are numerous. The case of lit- 
tle Leo Benner of 311 Gratiot street 
is one in point. Baby Benner’s life at 
the present time fs dependent absolutely 
upon the supply of pure milk furnished 
for it by the Pure Milk Commission. The 
child was dying, when its mother, Mrs. 
Pauline Benner, was furnished sterilized 
milk for the infant. From a puny, ema- 
ciated child, Leo Benner in six ‘weeks 
has been transformed into a healthy, 
robust child. Pure milk did it. Pure 
milk saved the life. The actual cost was, 
not great, but too great for the family 
to afford it. 

Mrs. Benrer is from Alsace. Her hus- 
band, 47 years old, is a laboring man 
and has not been successful in obtain- 
ing steady employment. They live in 
the rear of 311 Gratiot street. A flight 
of dingy stairs leads to their squalid 
rooms, where the lack of furniture is 
most marked. Now they have no in- 
come. Even the scant meais they have 
come from charity. It is with difficulty 
the mother is raising her two babies. 

Yet this mother is bound to her baby 
Leo by a tie as strong as any other 
mother. When she saw her little one 
wasting away before her she grieved 
and became ill herself. Th child was 
dying—dying from lack of nourishing 
food. Th sickening, cheap, condensed 
milk and the pale, aqueous mixture sold 
for milk were slowly poisoning the 
child, taking its life away in. froff or 
its mother’s very eyes. 

Then one day a woman whose happi- 
ness comes in doing good for others 
called at the door. While this good wom- 
an's sisters were playing bridge or gos- 
siping this woman went among the low- 
ly and found a life she might save, 

The baby’s legs were so puny he could 
not stand upon them. His chest was 
hollow. The body was scarcely larger 
than a man’s arm. The arms were piti- 
fully tiny. 

The change camé, gradual but sure. 
Six weeks ago the pure milk was fur- 
nished for the child, Since that time 
haby has grown healthy. His legs have 
fat and muscle upon them. The arms 
are strong. The body is filled out and 
covered with healthy flesh. 

“That good, pure milk and the cool- 
ing ice saved my baby’s life,’’ said Mrs. 
Benner. “I know my baby was going to 
die. It was dying. I could see it. The 
doctor said so, too. Then came the lady 
that had the milk sent. After that my 
baby grew fatter until he is now healthy. 
took at him now,’’ she concluded as she 
pointed with admiration at the chubby 
infant. 

Money contributed by the charitable 
saved the life of that baby. A few dol- 
lars saved one life. When life- “saving 
ean be brought down to fhis basis, isn't 
it an argument for a contribution? What 
some men spend icing their champagne. 
what others spend in tips for their 
drinks, if diverted into the right chan- 
nel, save one or more lives.

Court Holds Marriage Cere- 
mony Essential to Claim 
for Maintenance. 


Theodore Fach of Oakland, near 
Kirkwood, who formerly resided at 32 
Portland place with his wealthy fa- 
ther, will not have to pay for main- 


tenance of his divorced wife, and later 
common-law wife, Mrs. Elvira 
Fach. A demurrer sustained in the 
Circuit Court at Clayton recites that 
maintenance can be invoked only 
where the marriage ceremony has 
been solemnized. 

Judge McElhinney agreed with the 
contention of Fach’s demurrer that 
Mrs. Fach had no grounds for main- 
tenance, since no ceremony was 80- 
lemnized when the pair, after being 
divorced, resumed marital relations. 

They were divorced in Clayton in 
1903. Three months later, Mrs. Fach 
alleges in her suit for mai enance, 
they went to New York and e com- 
mon-law marriage was entered into. 
Mrs. Fach alleged that Fach’s income 
was $600 a week, and asked tne Court 
to appoint a receiver of his property 
and income to prevent it from being 
dissipated. A restraining order to 
prevent him from disposing of prop- 
erty was requested. She also asked 
that certain deeds from Fach to his 
brother be set ‘aside. 

Fach has a filter manufactory at 
Oakland. Mrs. Fach says she paid 
part of the purchase money for the 
property at Oakland. 

In former answers to his wife’s suit, 
Fach said that his income was not $600 
a week, as Mrs. Fach alleged, and that 
what property he had has not been dis- 
sipated. The latest decision of Judge 
McElhinney is regarded as leaving little 
likelihood that Mrs. Fach can file an 
amended petition that will hold.

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PITTSBURG AND LONDON. 

People who are shocked and saddened by the 
Thaw-White killing and the scandals which smell to 
heaven from] Pittsburg and other pastures of the 
smart set may be comforted perhaps by the intelli- 
gence that things are just as bad in England. 

Father Bernard Vaughan, pastor of a fashionable 
Roman Catholic Church in London, preached a ser- 
mon last Sunday ih which he denounced the sensual- 
ism of society in unmeasured terms. 

“If the smart set of society would go live upon 
some small island and keep away, as lepers, from 
other people, I should have nothing to say on the 
subject,” said Father Vaughan. “But I have a duty 
to perform to them and to those to whom they set 
a bad example: I have, received letters from butlers, 
cooks, maids and footmen in the employ of this 
legion and if I were to read some of them you would 
never need to see the chamber of horrors at Mme. 
Tussaud’s—how in large houses, and worse still, 
country houses, especially in the hunting districts, 
things are permitted to go on which would not be 
found in the fastest hotel.” 

This was the savage introduction to a terrible ar- 
raignment of the lords and ladies of fashion. 

There is no reason to believe that London is any 
more virtuous than Pittsburg and New York. ‘The 
same causes operating in both countries produce the 
same result. Empty-headed men and women, with 
Lmore money than they can spend in wholesome liv- 
ing, are pretty sure to squander it in questionable 
pleasures. This was what happened in Rome during 
the last days of the republic, when money came 
easy to those who knew how to get it. And the 
doings of the English and American plutocrats are 
mere copies of those which characterized Roman s0- 
ciety in the days of, Lucullus, Crassus and Publius 
Claudius. Rome died of it. Shall we survive and re- 
cover our health?

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GROWTH OF POPULATION. 

Unprecedented as is our rate of growth in St. 
Louis and the Southwest, it is not unique; on the 
contrary, it is part of a general process of develop- 
ment now going on wherever modern inventions are 
developing easier conditions of life without political 
disturbance great enough to check population. 

The same movement was manifest in Russia until 
checked by the worst political folly. In Germany, 
according to statistics published by the New York 
Staats-Zeitung, the present rate of increase is a 
million a yeart With only nine cities having a pop- 
ulation of 100,000 in 1871, Germany now has 48 
such cities. It has passed every. other country in 
Europe, including England. 

The average population to the German square mile 
is much more than double now what it was in the 
time of Napoleon—and Watt. What war devastated, 
creative mind, applied through invention, has re- 
stored. With more than twice as many people to 
the Germal square mile as a century ago, these 
people, though still “needy” in many cases, have 
much more than twice the average comfort in’ living 
now than their ancestors had then. 

‘Those men were wisest and greatest in politics 
who did most to keep politics out of the way of this 
progress. It is to be hoped that the supply of such 
men will not fail in this country, Germany or the 
~world in general.
